COTTON IN 1936 


Better Mall 
Experience 


The Lancashire cotton industry 
has again had a better year and the 
financial results ofsthe cotton mills 
show a still further improvement if 
® comparison {ys made with three 
Years ‘ago. Average mill dividends, 
states a Manchester correspondent, 
“have increased slightly, but whet | 
is more important « larger, num- 
ber of firms have declared profits 
and there has been a considerable 
decrease in the number now work- 
ing ata ‘toss. 

“The average dividend for 158 
spinning and manufacturing con- 
cerns in 1936‘was 1.89 per cent, as 
compared with 1.72 per cent, in 
1935. The total paid-up share ca- 
pital of. these companies is £25,- 
025,599, and they distributed £259, - 
485, equal to 1.04 per cent. on the 
Paid-up - capital. Last year 
the- distribution was 0.99 per 
cent. These firms control 17,031,- 
638 spindles and 37,500 looms.’ In 
the ‘previous year ‘125 companies 
pald no’ dividend, but.this year 
the total has been reduced to 119. 
With ‘regard to profits and. losses, 
89 mills announced profits amount- 
i Ing to, £566,139 as against only 50 
companies: in the previous jyear. 
Mill losses showed a big decrease. 
In 1935 a total of 85 companies 
made an average loss of £5,604, 
but in the year fust ending the 
number was reduced to 99 compan- 
1es with an average of £3,600. 

“During the year twenty firms 
reduced’ thelr capital from 
£15,881,973 
chief feature was - the re- 
construction scheme of. the 
Lancashire Cotton . Corporation, 
under which the share capital and 
debenture siock ‘was reduced from 
£12.325,115 to £4,543,894., There 
were fewer cases of finan- 
clal diMcuities, the total’ nim- 
‘ber of bankruptcies...‘ ete, be- 
Ang 100 as against 119 in 1936."

At heart Pollock was shy and 
modest; but a rather odd and curt 
manner of speaking veiled o most 
genial and benevolent disposition.

Ge was a real 
philosopher In every sensé of the 
word—serene without being inhu- 
man, ond inclined in Iater years 
‘of mystic contemplation; To those 
who knew him best his wisdom 
seemed almost superhuman. .. 

Born on December 10, 1845. Fre- 
derick Pollock was the eldest son 
of Sir W. F. Pollock, Queen's’ Re- 
membrancer, who died in 1888, and 
grandson of Lord Chief Baron Pol- 
lock, the first baronet, many of 
whose numerous descendants have 
achieved high distinctlon in 
various walks of life. Frederick 
Pollock was elected to college at 
Eton, “lonica” Johnson being his 
tutor, and went up, Uke most of his 
family, to -Trinity, Cambridge. 
There he was Pitt scholar in 1865, 
and second classic and first Chan- 
cellor's medallist in 1867.  Pol- 
lock was elected p Fellow of 
Trinity in 1868, and was called to!
